JOSEPH HENRY JOHNSON. 


JosEPH Henry Jounson, LL.D., Principal of the 
Alabama Schools for the Deaf, for the Blind, and for 
the Negro Deaf and Blind, died at the School for the 
Deaf—his home for almost his whole life—on the 25th 
of November, 1913. 

His father was Joseph Henry Johnson, M. D., the 
founder and first principal of the School for the Deaf;. 
a man than whom, within the limits of Alabama, no 
one more widely known or more highly respected 
has ever lived. His mother Mrs. Emily A. (Dardin) 
Johnson, as matron of the school, as teacher, and in 
every possible relation to the school and to the pupils, 
showed a devotion that recalls the career of the sainted 
De |’Epée and a versatility of talent which, we believe, 
is not recorded of him. Her son regarded her not only 
with all filial affection, but with a degree of admira- 
tion and of reverence beyond what he felt for any other 
human being. 

His earlier ancestors for several generations were 
substantial, highly respected citizens of Georgia, 
living mostly the wholesome generous life of the old 
Southern planter; but among them were a number of 
men eminent at the bar, in medicine, in politics, in the 
development of the resources of their native state by 


banks, railroads, and other instrumentalities.

Among his direct ancestors were two signers of the 
Declaration, and one strain in his blood was that of 
the Morris family of Morrisania, the greatest of whom 
was Gouverneur Morris—a name that has been lately 
revived in the person of a writer of popular fiction. 
It is worthy of passing notice that the portraits of this 
author and that which accompanies the present sketch 
show a marked resemblance in feature and expression. 

Dr. Johnson was born May 13, 1864, was graduated 
from the University of Alabama in 1881, took his degree 
of Master of Arts after a post-graduate course of one 
year in chemistry and physics, and was appointed a 
teacher in the Alabama School for the Deaf in the 
autumn of 1882. In June, 1884, he was married to 
Miss Nellie Guild Hall, daughter of a prominent 
physician of Tuscaloosa, Alabama—a lady whose 
descent traces back to many of the families whose 
names are familiar to all readers of Virginia history, as 
well as to some eminent figures in the life of New York 
and New Jersey. 

After a few years of service as head teacher in the 
Kentucky School for the Deaf he returned to Talladega 
in 1888 to take charge of the School for the Blind. In 
1892 he was appointed Resident Principal of the School 
for the Deaf, and on his father’s death in 1892 he suc- 
ceeded him as Principal of the three State Schools, an 
office which he held until his death. 

He was at the time of his death a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Conference of Superin- 
tendents and Principals of American Schools for the 
Deaf, which directs the publication of the Annals, 
a Trustee of the University of Alabama, President 
of the Board of Trustees of the Talladega Public 
Library, a director of the Talladega National Bank, 
and a member of the Talladega Board of Education and

of the Board of Stewards of the Talladega Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

In 1904, he was elected President of the American 
Association of Instructors of the Blind. 

In 1911 the University of Alabama conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Laws. 

Dr. Johnson was a man very widely known, and by 
all who knew him he was highly respected and was 
trusted implicitly. Yet he was really understood by 
few outside the comparatively narrow circle of his 
intimate friends. His manner in ordinary business 
and social intercourse was characterized by a reserve 
which was often misinterpreted as an indication of 
coldness or hauteur. No judgment could have been 
wider of the mark. 

More than one of Dr. Johnson’s closest friends, 
trying to sum up in one phrase what most strongly 
marked the man, has said to the writer: ‘‘ Hal Johnson 
had the tenderest heart of any man I have ever known.”’ 

His reserve, so far as it was more than a mere indi- 
vidual peculiarity of manner, was partly an excess of 
that high-bred delicacy which, holding sacred from 
public gaze its own inner feelings, scrupulously avoids 
trespassing on those of another. Partly, also, it was 
probably an unconscious revelation of his almost 
morbid hate of anything that might even remotely 
resemble insincerity or over-expression of feeling. 

Perhaps Dr. Johnson’s most marked intellectual 
gift was his extraordinary power, not only of acute 
observation and of tenacious memory in matters of 
detail, but of seeing each of these myriad facts in proper 
relation to the others and to the whole orderly system 
to which all belonged. This faculty, with his energy, 
strict sense of duty, and method, made him a most 
capable executive in his own line of work. It also 
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enabled him to judge with wonderful accuracy the value, 
the significance, the tendency of some institution, or 
some current of thought, of which his knowledge might 
be relatively small. Like the anatomist, he might see 
but a few scattered fragments of the skeleton of a sub- 
ject, but he saw them in their place as parts of a com- 
plete organism. 

He was a remarkable judge of character, noting keenly 
faults and feelings, and yet more keenly points of 
ability and merit. Especially did he excel in discerning 
how each person’s special gift might be most usefully 
employed. 

His indomitable will and high courage carried through 
his wisely framed plans, and to the very last sustained 
his enfeebled and pain-racked frame in the strenuous 
and efficient discharge of duties that were an ample 
task for a man in the full vigor of health. 

Such a man must have been a capable administrator. 
Building on the foundation laid by his honored parents, 
he saw the schools, under his hand, grow rapidly in 
numbers, expand in scope and aim, acquire the needed 
buildings and equipment, and year by year perform 
fully their mission of service to their pupils and to the 
state. 

Of especial value in this line of work were his services 
in connection with the erection of important buildings. 
He was able to plan, and did plan in full and admirable 
detail, what we may call the substance of what each 
building was to say, calling in the professional architect 
to clothe the thought in technically correct and elegant 
form of expression. 

As the educational head of a school, he worked 
largely by indirection, but not therefore ineffectively. 
Unable to visit frequently the classes in person, he 
know how to select just the right teacher for each, and

to trace the effect of the teacher’s work on each pupil. 
An occasional apparently casual suggestion from him 
to a single teacher has been known to develop a whole 
new and useful line of work. 

He attached prime importance to the influence of a 
teacher’s example on the character of the pupils, and 
he was exceptionally successful in gathering around 
him a body of workers among whom was perfect har- 
mony and who made the school a community working 
together — officers, teachers, and pupils — towards 
worthy and useful living. 

What has been said above of his gifts and of his 
character will explain why his services, so freely given, 
were of such value to so many good causes, and es- 
pecially to the great work, in which he took a leading 
part, of remodeling and enlarging the material plant 
and, in large measure, of transforming the character 
of the University of Alabama. 

This is not the place for details; it is enough to say 
that the largest men in the educational life of the United 
States to-day consider that work as a landmark in the 
history of higher education in America. Dr. Johnson’s 
counsels and criticisms, those who know best tell us, 
were held among the weightiest that directed the 
movement. To the writer, this seems to show a mind 
fairly to be called statesmanlike. 

Thomas Jefferson held that his work in founding the 
University of Virginia was one of his three greatest 
claims to remembrance. We, his friends, believe that 
Dr. Johnson’s work for his University shows a mind 
capable of expanding easily from a familiar round of 
duties to a new and larger circle; we believe it would 
have proved not unequal to the largest. However 
that may be, he certainly reached “‘the measure of the 
fulness of the stature of a man’’—by the highest 
standard of his place and time.

This sketch has aimed only to show the ‘salient 
points of Dr. Johnson’s character and to outline the 
work he did. Other admirable and attractive traits, 
common to him with other able and upright men, have 
been passed over. Always this thought has controlled 
the writer’s pen—that Dr. Johnson would rather have 
had the account inadequate than to have it overdrawn. 

But whether this estimate is too high or too low, 
Dr. Johnson’s life was wholly a success.

THE VITAL POINT IN OUR WORK AND 
CERTAIN WAYS TO REACH IT. 


THE one vital question connected with language 
instruction for the deaf is: .How shall we get them to the 
place where they can use it? All our labor is to this 
end. Well, then, how very evident it is that the highest 
success will be reached by those pupils who use the 
English language the most during the years that they 
are under instruction. But what is it really to use the 
English language? Ah! there is the rub. There they 
go, one exercise after another, filling up the waste 
basket with papers, whether or not any real brains were 
used in the writing. 
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Let us grip right at the heart of this question at once. 
A pupil is really acquiring language, is really laying hold 
of words for his own mental life, only when he is forging 
them into expression, only when thought that burns 
within him is trying to find an outlet in sentences. The 
teacher had to go before him. There had to be careful, 
methodical, painstaking drills, in the more advanced 
work repeated explanations of the principles that govern 
language construction in connection with the drills; but 
this new insight had to be caught on the wing and used 
at once by an effort on the part of the pupil to say some- 
thing that required the use of the newly acquired under- 
standing or there was no lodgement of it in his mind. 

Dr. J. P. Gordy, head of the pedagogical department 
of the Ohio State University, in his book ‘‘ New Psy- 
chology” has this to say: 

“In what did the reform inaugurated by Pestalozzi 
consist? In the substitution of the intelligent for the 
blind use of words, he reversed the educational engine. 
Before his time teachers expected their pupils to go 
from words to ideas; he taught them to go from ideas to 
words.” 

Ideas first—this is the normal, natural situation for 
acquiring language. A very little fellow wanted to play 
with a toy a visiting relative had brought him. Cling- 
ing to his mother’s dress he kept pleading, “Please 
mama, pretty ball, Auntie brought.”’ His mother did 
not want him to have it but he thought he was not mak- 
ing himself understood. So seating himself upon the 
floor he remained in deep reflection as he studied out the 
sentence in hismind. Then he cried out with a flourish, 
‘“‘O please give me the pretty ball that Auntie brought 
me.” 

So any really scientific method of teaching language 
to deaf-mutes will bring the pupil repeatedly into the 
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struggle to express himself coherently, will keep him 
everlastingly at the work of creating rather than of 
repeating. The laws of the mind are the same whether 
the mind is in the deaf or the hearing child. Here we 
have the. fundamentals of successful language instruc- 
tion—on the part of the child, ideas (or desires), vivid 
interest on the point of expressing them, and the struggle 
to do it; on the part of the teacher the knowledge of how 
to turn every last bit of his instruction immediately and 
continuously into this channel of helping the pupil to 
express in English what he would like to say. There 
have been schoolrooms, not a hundred years ago, 
where this was supposed to be only an occasional exer- 
cise, the text-book looming large almost from the begin- 
ning of school life. 

A teacher in the intermediate grades once made up 
her mind that she would pay no attention to the text- 
book, except as she could use it to help James and Lucy 
in their fight for language. She determined that she 
would come right down to where they were, take all 
those miserable mistakes found in their letters and news 
items as a basis for language instruction, and carry on 
the warfare from that point. If language was the main 
thing they needed she would act accordingly. If the 
call.was for geography, then the time allotted for that 
was given to the teaching of new things in language with 
as much of geographical information as could be thrown 
in; inthe teaching of arithmetic, problem making on the 
part of the pupil instead of problem solving was the 
order of the day, the multiplication table, the text-book, 
and all work with figures coming in chiefly as busy work. 
The language the pupils needed for their little shopping 
excursions, or to describe them, was taught first; then 
the more abstract work of making up problems to use 
the principles being taught. 
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After three or four years of such instruction the pupils 
passed on to the higher grades. One teacher came in 
and said, ‘‘Oh, I want to thank you for the kind of lan- 
guage that class can use.” 

A year or two later the teacher of mathematics in the 
academic department of the school came in and said, 
“Oh, I want to thank you for that class. In twenty 
years’ work in my department I never saw such a class.” 

‘“‘How do they get along in handling the text-book?” 

“Oh, a great deal better than the other classes.” 

So much for the point of forging, creating—composi- 
tion instead of cramming—as the fundamental method 
of clinching language instruction all along the school life. 
(And is not this the method of the modern college, which 
requires students to make voluminous notes on all lec- 
tures instead of rising to recite something that had been 
previously studied according to the old method?) 

It goes without saying that such a method of teaching 
language requires the utmost exertion on the part of 
both pupil and teacher. A member of the class above 
referred to remarked to that teacher in later years: 
‘““You woke me up; I never really worked until I came 
to you, but I thought it was awfully hard at first.” 

Now a strong ally to this method of instruction is the 
sign language when thoroughly understood by both 
teacher and pupil, and when skilfully and wisely used 
by theformer. On the part of the teacher it facilitates 
the rapid conveyance of instruction and clearness and 
vividness in that instruction, while on the part of the 
pupil it contributes continuously to the development 
and strengthening of the intellectual faculties and the 
acquisition of ideas, not omly while under class instruc- 
tion but in all directions where it is freely used in asso- 
ciation with highly intelligent teachers and officers. 
Under such circumstances the use of the sign language 
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rapidly builds up the pupil’s thought life in the same 
way that speech does the hearing child’s in school and 
at home, and inasmuch as the thought life current in a 
fine institution for the deaf is far above that existing in 
the home life and environment from which many of our 
pupils come, if there is an effort in their school life to 
educate them wholly by the means of speech, they miss 
what they never can obtain elsewhere. There are 
vacuums in the sub-conscious minds of deaf people 
educated by oralism alone that are filled to the brim 
with vivid, glowing ideas, often rich in coloring and 
precious in memory, in the minds of those who were 
educated in large schools of high standing using the 
combined system, where social life was normal, and class 
instruction interesting because difficult things could be 
more easily explained. Here again let the writer intro- 
duce the statement (used in a previous article in the 
Annals) of the intelligent mother of a daughter educated 
wholly under the oral method and carefully kept from 
all association with deaf people otherwise educated 
until after her graduation: ‘‘Do you know, my daugh- 
ter’s contact with these intelligent college deaf people so 
widened her mental horizon that in six months it con- 
verted me to a belief in the use of the combined system 
in the instruction of the deaf.” 

If Pestalozzi is right, if our pupils should go from ideas 
to words, then a free use of the sign language is the 
quickest road to those ideas. We are all familiar with 
the fact that deaf children of deaf parents, other things 
being equal, are keener in intellect, more mature in 
thought life, than the other pupils—semi-mutes of course 
excepted. This is because their mental life is developed 
at home by conversation before coming to school as is 
the hearing child’s. So the sign language can bemade 
a strong ally in the work which the opening of this 
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article emphasizes—the need of constant composition 
on the part of the pupil from start to finish in the school 
life. But it must be recognized as a wholly foreign 
language and used as such. Now if translation of Eng- 
lish into Latin is a good thing for the student of Latin, 
why should not the translation of perfectly natural signs 
into English be good for the deaf student of our lan- 
guage? We know how strenuous the work is but the 
case is the same as with Latin and English. It is easier 
to translate Latin into English than it is to translate 
English into Latin. And it is much easier for deaf 
pupils to translate the English they read into signs than 
to translate ideas that have been received through signs 
into English. Perhaps a large part of the so-called 
misuse of the sign language has been right here—that its 
use on the part of teacher and pupil has stopped with 
making it a vehicle to explain new words or obscure: 
sentences instead of using it chiefly to give pupils ideas 
to help in study and composition. 

As a servant that facilitates despatch where every 
moment is precious, as an idea-conveying and a 
thought-promoting instrument, the sign language is 
invaluable according to the conviction of many experi- 
enced instructors. But there is a point when its use 
should cease and the pupil be vigorously spurred to the 
use of English instead. The writer has taught classes 
where the work has been made immensely more wearing 
by a stubborn effort to make every child express himself 
in English instead of signs when he had a statement or 
request to make. Enough combined effort on the part 
of all teachers and officers in a school in favor of speech, 
writing, or finger spelling could create a sentiment that 
would make many pupils take pride in using English 
instead of signs. We are sure of this because of what 
we know about different schools in this respect. 
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But aside from these two things—the daily effort of 
the pupils to use English in ordinary communication, 
and the effort of the teacher to have the drills inthe 
schoolroom applied by them in frequent original com- 
position—is the very important one of having frequent 
exercises where natural signs are translated into Eng- 
‘lish. In the class above referred to as having excelled 
in both language and arithmetic there was no exercise 
of so much interest to the bright pupils that composed 
it as those of this character. Not only were they in 
constant use in drilling on the tenses of the verb, but 
they were used with a primary history. Pupils would 
consult their books with the greatest eagerness, after a 
paragraph had been thus translated, to note the dif- 
ference in their language and that used in the book, and 
to ponder the latter. Then while their minds were all 
aglow with this interest remarks made by the teacher 
on the laws of construction would fasten these laws as 
a nailinasure place. All alive to the question, ‘‘ Why 
do I and my teacher express this idea in the same way 
in signs, but so differently in words?”’ it can readily be 
seen that they came to the study of the text-book at 
lesson-preparing time with a grasp upon the meaning 
of the language used that really added to their thought 
life and power of expression in English. 

As a conveyor of historical information sucha method 
could take no rank, because of the small amount of 
ground that could be covered; but such an exercise once 
a day on a small portion of the lesson would make the 
whole study mean something very different to the 
pupil. As teachers of the deaf we are always admitting 
that the power to use English is the crying need of the 
pupil, but in real practice we do not always put it first. 

The one who said that to sit on one end of a log with 
Dr. Mark Hopkins on the other was the best college 
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education a young man could have, threw out of con- 
sideration a lot of things generally regarded as necessary 
toa college education. If we are really going to make 
English the first thing for our pupils, that is, by carry- 
ing drills and composition as the main thing through- 
out the whole of their school life instead of for the 
first two or three years of it only—or at least until fairly 
correct English is at their command for ordinary, every- 
day affairs—we fear that a good many things will have 
to be thrown out of school work that now find a place 
there. It takes courage and grit to adhere to the main 
thing when so many other things seem necessary too. 

Surely we are correct in asserting that text-book work 
is often taken up too soon. Since teachers of the deaf 
have begun to get out special books for their use there 
has been great improvement in this respect over con- 
ditions that once existed. But because the language 
of these books is simple, and pupils can be readily made 
to understand its meaning, is no reason for hurrying 
through them. The verb fo be is early encountered in 
Miss Sweet’s Book No. 1. Then why does not the 
teacher linger there in alternations of drills and original 
composition until it comes natural to the child to say 
‘“‘T am thirsty,” instead of tickling his throat with his 
finger as the writer saw a little boy do yesterday, who 
should have used the simple sentence instead? No 
matter how well pupils understand the meaning of 
words they will not form the habit of using them unless 
the teacher takes the time to form that habit; and that 
will mean what we have been talking about—continual 
use of language in the schoolroom under the teacher’s 
eye. Taking a class once that had gone about half 
through Miss Sweet’s Book No. 2, the writer made 
them indignant by turning back to drill on the impor- 
tant principle found on page 25. They asserted that

they knew it. ‘Well, if you know ‘there are’ then why 
do you never use it?’’she replied. ‘‘ You are constantly 
ignoring it where it should be used.” 

Of one thing we are certain: acquiring language by 
the methods referred to in this article will add to the 
mental strength of the pupil as some methods do not. 
Experience has proved it. And are not college presi- 
dents constantly telling the graduates not to mind if in 
the future they forget most of the subject matter of 
their studies; that they did not come to college to learn 
things, but to get the proper outlook upon life and the 
world; to acquire mental poise, acumen, and balance; 
to train their minds to grapple successfully with the 
difficulties of life? 

And we assert for our pupils that nothing will give 
them such mental strength as the study of English after 
methods that force them constantly to its practical 
use to express ideas seeking expression, whether the 
expression be required by the teacher or come from 
their own desires, and that nothing is such a potent 
factor for enriching their minds early and copiously 
with the right kind of ideas as a free use of the sign lan- 
guage in an atmosphere where the proper ideas abound. 

The teaching of English after such practical methods 
is of mental benefit to the teacher as well as the pupil. 
A college professor, coming to know quite well a teacher 
of the deaf, remarked to her: ‘‘ There is no need for you 
to worry because of your failure to have had a thorough 
college course. You are mentally developed as few are. 
I think the necessity of constantly using your judgment 
and discriminating faculties in the teaching of language 
to the deaf has done for you what the study of foreign 


languages does for the college student.”

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SOME PROBLEMS CONFRONTING A TEACHER 
DURING THE FIRST FEW YEARS IN A 
SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF, AND HOW THEY 
MAY BE MET. 


I sHALL not attempt to speak of all the problems that 
confront a teacher new to the work of teaching the deaf. 
Naturally the problems of the lower and upper grades 
are not quite the same, and as my experience lies with 
the upper-grade work I shall speak from that viewpoint. 

When one has been in this work but three years one 
is only beginning to comprehend its magnitude, its pos- 
sibilities, and, may I add, its limitations, although this 
latter I mention guardedly in view of the paper read by 
Mr. E. W.- Walker before the Department of Special 
Education of the National Education Association ~ 
summer before last.* 

Perhaps no one has given more careful thought to that 
paper than myself, and I have certainly found it an 
inspiration to begin my day in the schoolroom with the 
thought that there are no limitations to the minds and 
powers of the pupils before me, but I have sometimes 
found it hard to have that same sublime belief at the 
close of the day. So here is problem No. 1: Does the 
fault lie with the teacher in this case? 

It has become second nature to me to greet my asso- 
ciates with the query, ‘‘What are your problems?” I 
have had a variety of answers. ‘‘Salary,’’ one teacher 
responded with great promptness, “inattention, sign- 
ing in class, how to make a child remember what he 
learns.”

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Salary is a problem, to be sure. I am reminded of the 
answer given by a teacher who, on receiving her pay, 
was asked if she was not afraid there were microbes on the 
money, and replied that not even a microbe could live 
on her salary. I am not prepared to offer a solution of 
this problem. 

If any teacher has a formula for creating a retentive 
memory in a child it is certainly his duty to make it 
known. But inattention and signing in class, it seems 
‘to me, depend entirely on the ingenuity and tact of 
the teacher. The atmosphere of the schoolroom 
should be such that a child wants to do the best that is 
inhim. There should be mutualrespect and confidence, 
and the lessons should be so presented that a love for 
knowledge will be created and the pupil made to feel 
that his teacher is personally interested in his progress. 
With quick perception, childhood recognizes a friend. 
Thus, if the right attitude prevails, there will be little 
inclination for inattention to disturb the work of the 
class-room. 

While all phases of the work have a fascination for me, 
I will frankly confess that the work I most delight in is 
that with the older pupils. Now when a child comes 
to the sixth or seventh grade, and there is history, geog- 
raphy, language, physiology, arithmetic, reading, to 
be accomplished in four hours, how much time should 
be spent in special articulation work? A careful teacher 
does not allow any word mispronounced to pass un- 
noticed, but in my busy day I do not have time for work 
in defective elements and no pupil has come to my room, 
as yet, who has not needed that kind of work. 

With this there is the problem of the pupil with the 
high-pitched voice. There are three physiological 
agents in voice production: the lungs or motive power, 
larynx or vibratory power, and the cavities above the 
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larynx; for resonance and voice should be the natural 
working of these three. An article in the Volta Review 
contends that because the child has his attention 
wrongly directed to his larynx as the chief organ of 
speech, it is overstrained and so produces unnatural 
voice quality. Then if a deaf child has normal organs 
of speech, as we must concede the majority have, why 
should the voice be pitched unnaturally high? And 
has any one succeeded in lowering such a voice after the 
child has reached the sixth or seventh grade? The 
aim of every oral teacher is intelligible speech; my defi- 
nition of intelligible speech would include speech some- 
where near a normal pitch. 

Thought, without language, does not reach its highest 
development. Among the better gifted the creative 
imagination predominates, and not to get beyond repre- 
sentation by images is to lack an instrument of intel- 
lectual progress. Signs are not the language of the © 
world in which we live and too much importance cannot 
be placed on the development of that which links our 
deaf boys and girls with the rest of the world. 

To discuss the many problems in connection with 
language would require a paper by itself. I certainly 
think a child’s mind must work with rapidity to spend 
the greater part of the day communicating in signs and 
then, for a few hours in the schoolroom, try to express 
thoughts in properly constructed sentences. 

Should an oral teacher, outside of the class-room, com- 
municate with her pupils in signs? 

Does it help to impress the child with the importance 
of mastering speech and language? 

Does a real teacher face this problem only during school 
hours? 

In connection with speech and language is lip-reading. 
A class naturally varies in regard to this ability and I 
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have been rather nonplussed, at times, to know just 
how much of a recitation period should be spent with 
a very slow lip-reader in order to do that one justice and 
yet be fair to the others in the class. 

Lip-reading is an intellectual exercise and depends 
largely on practice. I have found our conversational 
period each day to be of great help, especially to those 
who have become deaf when no longer children. The 
pupil must not only know and recognize the position 
for the different sounds, but cultivate the ability to 
grasp the speaker’s meaning as a whole rather than as 
separate words. I believe the ten or fifteen minutes 
devoted each day to the discussion of the every-day 
affairs of life to be a valuable aid to this work. The 
reading of simple stories to a class for reproduction is 
also useful. While searching for a book suitable for this, 
the remark was made to me that there was not time for 
that when pupils came to upper-grade work and that 
it was of questionable value. I do not consider it time 
wasted, for it surely develops lip-reading in a different 
way from the questions of a lesson that has been studied 
and with whose vocabulary a pupil has become con- 
versant. 

Another serious problem is the pupil who comes to 
school late in the school year—perhaps but a month 
before review begins for the mid-year examinations. 
He is discouraged at the ground to be coveredin ashort 
time and very apt to think it not worth while to attempt 
real work until the examinations are over. It is not to 
be expected that he will cover the ground as those who 
have been over it before, but I try to make each pupil 
feel that I will give them no tasks that are beyond their 
powers and that are not worthy their best efforts. 

In passing I want to speak of map drawing. It is a 
little difficult for a teacher in the upper grades to do 
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much along this line unless the child has had some prac- 
tice in the lower grades. In the study of history and 
geography there is nothing more valuable in fixing loca- 
tion in the child’s mind. The child who knows the map 
of North America does not look for the United States on 
the map of Europe, as did one of my new pupils this year. 

Another problem, and a very perplexing one, is how 
to teach a child the use of the dictionary. The multi- 
plicity of meanings attached to one word is very con- 
fusing to a hearing pupil, but immeasurably so to the 
deaf child with his limited vocabulary! 

I assign a new reading lesson and require a list of all 
the new words and their meanings from each pupil. 
After laborious searching of the dictionary they perhaps 
find the correct meaning of three words out of ten. It 
is really like hunting a needle ina haymow. My wonder 
is not that so many are incorrect but that any are cor- 
rect. Is there anything but incessant practice to help 
the pupils in this? . 

And these lessons do not present the only problems 
to the teacher whose heart is in his work. To instil a 
desire to practise the small courtesies of every-day life, 
the inspiration of right and high ideals, the cultivation 
of those qualities of character that make the true 
gentleman and the womanly woman, a right idea of the 
purpose of life, a reverent love for the creator—such 
problems are solved only by that teacher whose per- 
sonality embodies these ideals. There is therefore no 
vocation that calls, in a greater degree, for all that is 
highest and noblest in the human character.

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF. 


The ‘Methods of Instruction’ named in the preceding Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing are 
the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the principal 
objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the compre- 
hension and use of written language. The degree of relative importance 
given to these three means varies in different schools; but it is a differ- 
ence only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

II. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and speech-read- 
ing are taught to all of the pupils in the school (the Western New 
York Institution) recorded as following this method. 

III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in speech 
and speech-reading, as well as mental development and written lan- 
guage, is aimed at. There is a difference in different schools in the 
extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early part of 
the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an auxiliary 
to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; but they are 
differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent, and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on 
chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. 
The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing 
speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental developmentiand the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still more important. It is believed that in many 
cases mental development and the acquisition of language can be best 
promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method, and, so far 
as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil as seems 
best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech-reading are 
taught where the measure of sucéess seems likely to justify the labor 
expended, and in most of the schools some of the pupils are taught 
wholly or chiefly by the Oral method or by the Auricular method.

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Alabama School.—Mr. Fred H. Manning, M. A., who has 
been a teacher in the Alabama School for the Blind for the 
past eighteen years and was formerly a teacher in the Colo- 
rado School, has been elected Principal of the Schools for the 
Deaf and the Blind, temporarily, in the place of Dr. J. H. 
Johnson. It is expected that a permanent appointment will 
be made in May. Miss Carrie Henderson, a teacher in the 
School for the Deaf, is designated Presiding Teacher of that 
School. 


American School—A ‘Teachers’ Association has been 
formed .of which Mr. Abel 8S. Clark is President and Miss 
Kathalena W. Gordon, Secretary. 


Arkansas Institute—Miss Effie V. Hart, teacher of art, 
has resigned. Miss Lester Stanback and Miss Annette 
Colquitt. have been added to the oral staff. Mr. Dean Horn 
and Mr. Fay Bristow, both graduates of this school, have 
been made assistants in the printing and shoemaking depart- 
ments respectively. 

The old industrial building has been remodeled and a new 
addition built at a cost of $12,000. A new barn has been 
built at a cost of $4,000. 


Austine Institution—Miss Eva H. Bristow has resigned 
to teach in the Pennsylvania Institution. Mrs. Ella Scott 
Warner, Miss Ruth A. Osterberg, and Miss Edith F. Kendall 
have been appointed instructors, and Miss Ethel Littlehales 
instructor in sloyd. 


Chicago Day-Schools—The day-schools for the deaf in 
Chicago are now carried on in three centers—the Parker 
Practice School, the Delano School, and the Waters School— 
with graded classes, and the Kozminsko School with one 
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class. There are also classes in the night schools for adults 
who are growing deaf and there is a vacation school for deaf 
children during six weeks of the summer. 


Cleveland Day-School.—Mrs. Laura McDill Bates, from the 
Iowa School, Miss Lora Hunter, from the Ontario School, and 
Miss Mary Hapgood, from the training class of the Cleveland 
School, have been added to the corps of teachers. 

Work is well advanced on a new $100,000 building which 
is to be ready for occupancy in September, 1914. 


Conneaut Day-School—The Day-School at Conneaut, 
Ohio, has been discontinued. 


Florida School—A new industrial building, thoroughly 
equipped with machinery and appliances, has been erected 
at a cost of $40,000. The last legislature voted $30,000 for 
a laundry and heating plant. 


Gallaudet College—Rev. John White Chickering, for thirty 
years Professor of Natural Science and afterwards Emeritus 
Professor and Lecturer on Pedagogy to the Normal Class, 
died at his residence in Washington, D. C., November 8, 
1913, aged eighty-two. He was a man of scholarly attain- 
ments, especially in the science of botany, of generous 
impulses, genial disposition, and courteous manners. He 
will live long in the affectionate remembrance of his asso- 
ciates and of the many classes of students who came under 
his instruction. 


Georgia School.—Miss Josephine Hayden declined re- 
election, and Miss Agnes Ward, another teacher, retired at 
the end of last term to be married. Mr. Charles Striplin, 
former boys’ supervisor, married Miss Bettie Williams, 
assistant domestic science teacher. 


Idaho School.—The Idaho School received thirty-three 
premiums for industrial work at the Tri-County Fair and 
twenty-three at the State Fair this year, fifteen of the latter 
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being first premiums. Its whole wood-work exhibit won the 
special prize offered for the best wood-work exhibit of any 
school in the State. 

A modern dairy barn has been built at a cost of $2,000. 


Illinois School—Miss Ninetta Layton, a faithful and 
beloved teacher for the past seven years, died November 27, 
1913, after a brief illness. 


Le Couteulx St. Mary’s Institution—Mr. Jno. A. Curtin, 
M. A., has been added to the staff to teach physical culture 
and military tactics, and to give illustrations of different 
topics by motion pictures. ° 


Louisiana School—Drawing, weaving, basket-making, 
agriculture, and dairying have been added to the Industrial 
Department. 

Both boys and girls now wear uniforms. The boys have 
brown khaki suits for fall and spring and brown woolen suits 
for winter. The girls have gingham dresses for every-day 
use and blue serge dresses for Sunday and other special 
occasions. 


Maine School.—Miss Maria Adams Rogers, for more than 
twenty years a successful! teacher, has retired from the pro- 
fession. Miss Lillian Owen, teacher of sloyd and drawing, 
has resigned and Miss Myrtis I. Sigourney has been appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 

The Board of Charities and Correctionsof New Hampshire, 
having been notified that the pupils from that state could 
no longer be accommodated at the Maine School because of 
the crowded condition of the buildings, at the opening of the 
fall term transferred twenty-seven pupils from the Maine 
School to the American School at Hartford. 


Manitoba School.—Miss Virginia Taylor has resigned on ac- 
count of ill health. Mr. Dean E. Tomlinson, B.S., a graduate 
of Gallaudet College, afterwards a post-graduate student at 
the University of Michigan, and Miss Mary Lonsdale, a 
graduate of the Manitoba School, have been added to the 
corps of teachers. 
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Michigan School.—Miss Carrie E. Billings, who has been 
at the head of the oral and normal departments for several 
years, has now been placed in charge of all the educational 
and industrial work of the School with the title of Principal. 
This well-deserved promotion is attended with a substantial 
increase in salary. 

The fiftieth anniversary of Mr. Willis Hubbard’s career 
as a teacher in this School, and the fortieth of Miss Emma F. 
Knight’s, were celebrated on the 12th of November last. 
Mr. Hubbard was presented by his associates with a silver 
loving cup and Miss Knight with a silver mesh bag. Later 
a dinner was given by the Board of Trustees in Mr. Hub- 
bard’s honor, at which engrossed resolutions were presented 
and many pleasant things were said of him. The editor of 
the Annals, who has known Mr. Hubbard even longer than 
the Michigan School has, takes this opportunity to add his 
tribute of high appreciation of the excellent work that Mr. 
Hubbard has been doing for half a century. 


Montana School—The “Backward” pupils have been 
placed in a new building. The building they formerly 
occupied has been overhauled and made into a “ Girls’ 
Hall.”’ A fine new light, heat, and power plant has been 
erected and near it a concrete laundry. 


Mystic Oral School.—Miss Wilkinson and Miss Berger have 
resigned to teach in the North Carolina School at Morganton, 
Miss Knowles to teach in the Oregon School, and Miss 
Kendall to teach in the Austine Institution. Their places 
are filled by Miss Helen F. Gurry and Miss Addie L. Landers, 
members of last year’s Normal Class; Miss Blanche M. 
- Bowman, from the Pennsylvania Institution; and Miss 
Irene J. Tucker, from the Institution for Improved Instruc- 
tion, New York. Mrs. Hester A. Gray, from the Nebraska 
School, teaches domestic science, and Mr. Tow Hellberg, 
a graduate of the Institution for Improved Instruction, New 
York, sloyd and physical training. Other new teachers are 
Miss Lizzie R. Kinsman, sewing; Miss Carolyn H. Morse, 
drawing; and Miss Abbie A. Palmer, primary sewing. The 
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normal students are Misses Madeline E. Collins, Minnette 
M. Marshall, L. Adelaide Porter, and Emma C. Whiting. 


Newark Day-School.—Miss Julia R. Bateman and Miss 
Alice Waterman have resigned, the former to teach in the 
Arizona School. They are succeeded by Miss Mary E. 
Biller and Miss Jane Young, both from the Institution for 
Improved Instruction, New York. 


Portland Day-School.—Miss Dora L. Patterson, from the 
Oregon School, has been added to the corps of teachers. 


Reno Margulies School.—Miss A. Marion Will takes the 
place of Miss Edith Pine, who has gone to Europe to teach 
a deaf boy. 

Mrs. Margulies has opened a Montessori Children’s House 
for hearing children at No. 152 West 187th Street, New York 
City. She has as one of her assistants Miss Georgina 
Jeanneret, who took the training under Dr. Montessori last 
year. 


Washington State School.—The school for the blind has 
been separated from the school for the deaf, Mr. Thomas P. 
Clarke remaining in charge of the latter. 


West Virginia School.—Mr. Parley De Berry, a coal dealer 
of Terra Alta, West Virginia, has been appointed Superintend- 
ent in the place of Mr. R. Cary Montague. Mr. Montague 
became Superintendent four years ago without previous ex- . 
perience or special training, but he has proved a faithful and 
efficient officer and has won the respect and esteem of the 
profession. He intends to enter the Christian ministry. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


New Schools.—Five schools appear in our Tabular State- 
ment this year for the first time. They are a second Annex 
to Public School 47, Manhattan, located in Public School 89, 
Queens, New York; Miss Rusch’s day-school in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, and a public day-school in Kenosha, Wisconsin; the 
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Archbishop Ryan Memorial Institute in Philadelphia; and 
the Holden Home School in San Francisco. 


Medical Examination of Pupils on Admission to School.— 
The New York State Board of Charities in its last annual 
report suggests the importance of a thorough physical 
examination of every deaf child on its admission to school: 


“Tn some of the schools [in New York] children are examined by 
physicians upon admission, but usually these examinations are not com- 
plete nor do they cover the whole body. Except in one school, the med- 
ical examination is to determine whether the child has communicable 
disease and does not involve a complete physical chart which would 
show the real development of the child at the time of admission to school. 

“As the mental development is necessarily conditioned by the state 
of the bodily organs, it is apparent that a healthy mental growth cannot 
be secured if the physical condition is impaired by disease or by other 
serious organic disturbances. Many children, who otherwise are capable 
of normal progress, are handicapped in their classes by physical conditions 
which have passed unnoticed because no medical examination was made 
at all or, if made, was not complete or has not been repeated with suffi- 
cient frequency to note the changes incident to growth. There are so- 
called ‘backward’ children in the schools who are unable to keep pace 
with their fellows and whose presence in the class has a tendency to 
retard the brighter pupils. This causes loss of time and prevents the 
progress which may be reasonably expected during the school period. 
In cases where there is no inherited mental defect, the ‘backwardness’ 
of the pupil is due to some improper physical condition, such as adenoids 
or eye strain, and there is no reason why such an impairment of power 
should not be corrected at the earliest possible moment. 

“The expert examination suggested is independent of mental tests 
which determine the development of the mind, and therefore it should 
include every child admitted to the school and should precede the de- 
termination of mental power. That can be left for subsequent investi- 
gation, for although the young deaf child with a very small vocabulary, 
if any, may be a difficult subject for a mental test upon his arrival at 
school, a competent physician can learn all the facts in relation to the 
child’s physical condition and record them upon a chart as a basis of 
comparison in future examinations.” 


The Lung Capacity of Deaf Children.—Is the lung capacity 
of deaf children inferior to that of hearing children, and does 
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the oral method have the effect to strengthen the lungs and 
thereby confer a hygienic benefit? 

These two questions are generally answered in the affirma- 
tive. Thus Mr. E. Walther, in his “Handbuch der Taub- 


stummenbildung,” says: 


“The lungs of deaf-mutes on account of the lack of speech have no 
adequate exercise and therefore do not receive sufficient strengthening.” 


And Mr. Albert Gutzmann of Berlin, one of the editors of 
the Medizinisch-padagogische Monatsschrift fiir die gesammte 
Sprachheilkunde (now Vox) said in the number of that 
periodical for April, 1891: 


Medical literature emphasizes with perfect right the important bear- 
ing that the oral method of teaching has upon the health of pupils. 
i The teaching of speech confers a highly important advantage 
in the beneficent effect it exerts upon the health by strengthening the 
lungs. As deaf-mutism leaves the lungs without the requisite exercise, 
these organs become so weakened that our ordinary catarrh very easily 


assumes the phase of consumption. . . . Speech is for the deaf- 
mute the true hygienic gymnastic exercise. 
“. . The teaching of speech is thus a vital question for the deaf. 


Therefore oral exercises should be conducted with all deaf children, even 
the feeble-minded, no matter if the vocabulary taught should prove to 
be very limited.” 


Mr. Alfred Schar, of the Phonetic Laboratory of the Semi- 
nary for Colonial Languages in Hamburg, which is under the 
direction of Dr. G. Panconcelli-Calzia, one of the editors of 
Vox, in an article in that periodical for February, 1913, 
presents some statistics that controvert these opinions. 
From the measurement of 85 pupils of the Hamburg Deaf- 
Mute Institute, Mr. Schar seems to establish the fact that 
the average lung capacity of the younger deaf children (eight 
and nine years old) is considerably greater than that of hearing 
children of the same age; while the lung capacity of the older 
deaf children (from ten to fifteen years of age), who have been 
taught by the oral method, is much less than that of hearing 
children of the same ages, the difference increasing from year 
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to year (with one exception) as the instruction proceeds. This 
is shown by the following table:

The difference between deaf and hearing children, and the 
deterioration in the lung capacity of the former as their 
instruction proceeds, are still more strikingly shown when the 
inquiry is limited to the congenitally deaf, who have had no 
exercise in speech before coming to school. The following 
table relates to the congenitally deaf:

In explanation of these surprising statistics, Mr. Schar 
raises the question whether the loss of lung capacity as in- 
struction proceeds is due to the use of speech per se or to the 
method in which it is taught, the latter perhaps making too 
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severe demands upon the hitherto unpractised lungs. He 
admits that the number of deaf children in each year of age 
is too small to give altogether conclusive results, and that 
there is another possible fallacy in the fact that the deaf 
children are from the city of Hamburg while the hearing 
children with whom they are compared are residents of the 
central part of Germany. 

It is greatly to be desired that further experiments be made 
in this direction, comprising so large a number of deaf children 
that there could be no question of the correctness of the con- 
clusions. 


Reading Instead of Evening Study.—The arguments in 
favor of giving the evening hour to reading instead of study 
were set forth by Mr. J. W. Jones, Superintendent of the 
Ohio School, at the Indianapolis Conference and may be 
found in the Proceedings, pages 468-474. The Minnesota 
Companion of November 19, 1913, presents the other side 
of the question: 


“We think that there are some weighty arguments in favor of the 
retention of the evening study hour in our schools for the deaf. To us 
one of the most weighty is that the study of all lessons in the schoolroom 
would occupy too much time—time that could be applied to better 
advantage by the teacher. When a teacher is of the right sort, the 
pupils will learn more from him in the way of explanation, correction, 
and instruction than they will from mere text-book study. Looking 
back to our own school days, most of us will admit that it was our 
teachers who impressed us most, not our text-books. In placing such 
a high valuation upon the teacher’s instruction in the classroom, we 
have especially in mind instruction in the correct use of every-day 
English, which the pupils need more than anything else. 

‘‘In the case of the primary classes this argument has less weight than 
in that of the more advanced classes. The primary classes have short 
lessons in text-books, if any at all, and they can be prepared for recita- 
tion ina short time. The more advanced classes have longer and harder 
lessons that usually require a full hour for good preparation. And in 
our school some of the classes have two evening lessons, which require 
from one and a half to two hours for their preparation. We think it 
would be a serious mistake to have these lessons prepared in the school- 
room, as the time can be spent to much better advantage otherwise. 
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“Another argument in favor of the retention of the evening study 
hour is that we think that all school children, after a certain age and a 
certain grade, should be required to do some studying by themselves 
for the sake of study itself, and not because the eye of the teacher is 
upon them. It has a good moral effect, as it tends to inculcate self- 
reliance. In our school, for many years past, about thirty of the older 
boys have done their evening study in small rooms by themselves, with 
no supervision. It is the general opinion of our teachers that these 
boys have better lessons, as a rule, than the boys who study in the large 
room under the eye of the teacher on duty. Beginning this fall with 
the occupation of the new building, all the girls who have to do evening 
study will do it in small rooms with little or no supervision. We are 
confident that the same excellent results will be observed as in the case 
of the boys who study by themselves. 

“We assume that our Ohio friends consider reading to be more im- 
portant tothe deaf children than the study of text-books. We agree that 
itis. Then allthemorereason, we think, why the reading hour had better 
be in the classroom, and part of the study outside. The teacher knows 
the habits of thought of his pupils, their mental idiosyncrasies, their 
strong points and their weak points. Therefore, while they are reading, 
he will be able to explain words and phrases, give or withhold assistance 
as each case requires, and do it all much better than any other teacher 
who is unfamiliar with the class. 

“Tn our school most of the classes have regular reading exercises in 
their classrooms. In the primary classes the Children’s Page of the 
Companion is largely used. In other classes various readers are em- 
ployed. Last year Dr. Tate made an arrangement whereby pupils 
might do some reading during evening study hour if they wished, pro- 
vided that they first learned the lesson assigned. As long as a pupil 
had good lessons in the morning, the teacher would write an order to the 
teacher on é¢vening duty to allow him to read his library book after he 
said he had learned his lesson. If a pupil failed to have a good lesson 
in the morning, this reading privilege would be withdrawn. The plan 
worked well, as it stimulated the pupils to study hard and learn their 
lessons so that they might have more time for reading. 

“Our experience of many years leads us to believe that it would not be 
to the advantage of our pupils, particularly those in the more advanced 
classes, to do away with the evening study hour entirely.” 


The Kentucky Standard of November 27 also favors the 
old custom of the evening study hour: 


“True it is that the concrete results in the present obtained from the 
evening study hour are often disheartening, but we believe in throwing 
the pupil, in a measure, on his own resources. To learn the lesson is 
not everything; self-reliance is a valuable asset, and this is cultivated, 
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we believe, by requiring the pupil to make an effort, outside the school- 
room, to help himself. The pupils are already too prone to lean on 
the teacher, and this new plan is calculated to make them still more 
dependent. 

“Another objection is that the time available for instruction in the 
classroom is short at best, and is still further cut down to make room 
for the study period. It is in the contact of the mind of the pupil with 
that of the teacher that the former receives its greatest enlightenment 
and uplift, and the loss can not be made up by what the pupil learns 
from his text-book.” 


The Palmetto Leaf of December 6 likewise prefers that the 
evening hour be given to study, but thinks the studying 
should not be done in a great study-hall under the supervision 
of a single teacher or monitor, but in the several classrooms, 
each teacher being present with his pupils to oversee their 
work. That is the course pursued by the South Carolina 
School, where ‘‘eighteen teachers and eighteen classes spend 
an hour together every evening for study.”’ 

International Congress in Aid of the Deaf.—In connection 
with the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the Society 
in Aid of the Deaf of Liége, Belgium, to be held in that city 
August 14 to 17, 1914, it is proposed to hold a Congress of 
similar societies. The programme, of which the details will 
be given later, includes a banquet, a visit to the monuments 
and industrial establishments of Liége, and excursions to 
Spa and the grotto of Han. A volume containing the pro- 
ceedings of the Congress will be published, to which persons 
paying the membership fee of 60 cents will be entitled.

Aid for College Students.—The New York legislature at its 
last session amended the law providing for financial aid to 
blind students in colleges of the State so as to give similar 
aid to deaf students. The law now reads: 


976. Aid for blind and deaf students. 1. Whenever a blind or deaf 
person, who is a citizen of this state and a pupil in actual attendance 
at a college, university, technical or professional school located in this 
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state and authorized by law to grant degrees, other than an institution 
established for the regular instruction of the blind or deaf, shall be 
designated by the trustees thereof as a fit person to receive the aid 
hereinafter provided for, there shall be paid by the state for the use of 
such pupil the sum of three hundred dollars per annum with which to 
employ persons to read to such blind pupil from textbooks and pamphlets 
used by such pupil in his studies at such college, university or school, or 
to aid a deaf student in receiving instruction in such studies. 

2. Such moneys shall be paid annually, after the beginning of the 
school year of such institution, by the treasurer of the state on the 
warrant of the comptroller, to the treasurer of such institution, on his 
presenting an account showing the actual number of blind or deaf pupils 
matriculated and attending the institution, which account shall be 
verified by the president of the institution and accompanied by his 
certificate that the trustees have recommended the pupils named in 
said account as hereinbefore provided. 

3. The trustees of any of the said institutions shall recommend no 
blind or deaf person, who is not regularly matriculated, and who is not 
in good and regular standing, and who is not working for a degree from 
the institution in which he is matriculated; and no blind or deaf person 
shall be recommended who is not doing the work regularly prescribed 
by the institution for the degree for which he is a candidate. The 
moneys so paid to any such instutition shall be disbursed for the pur- 
poses aforesaid by and under the direction of its board of trustees. 


The Library of the Volta Bureau.—Probably there is 
nowhere else in the world so large a collection of literature 
relating to the deaf as is now contained in the library of 
the Volta Bureau. Many publications, it is true, must yet 
be secured before the collection can be considered complete; 
but the recent large accessions, the generous response by 
school officials in supplying missing copies of periodicals and 
reports, and the expenditure of more than a thousand dollars 
for binding give fair promise for the future. 

One section of the library contains 421 periodicals devoted 
to the interests of the deaf or to the problems of deafness; 
235 of these are American publications, while 186 come from 
foreign lands. The fact that about three fourths of these 
periodicals are no longer issued, and copies are practically 
unobtainable at any price, adds to their value. 

Another section of the library is devoted to the annual 
reports of American and foreign schools, and of associations 
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organized to aid and promote various phases of welfare work 
in behalf of the deaf. 

The inception of this library dates back to the research 
work that Dr. Alexander Graham Bell began shortly after 
the completion of his telephone inventions, which led him 
to procure every available publication that in any way 
related to the deaf or to any phase of any of the problems 
of deafness, that might prove of assistance in his investiga- 
tions. Later on Dr. Bell gave this collection of literature 
to the Volta Bureau. While there have been accessions from 
time to time, and spasmodic attempts have been made to 
catalogue the contents, it is only since the present librarian, 
Mr. Fred DeLand, was appointed that systematic efforts 
have been made to keep the library up to date, and to cata- 
logue it properly. This important work is still incomplete. 

Besides the gifts of Dr. Bell and the purchases from the 
funds of the Volta Bureau, during the past two years teachers 
and schools have generously contributed from their own 
libraries and their own publications to the end that there 
might be at least one library in all the world where investiga- 
tors of the problems of deafness could be assured of having 
free access at all times to the literature of this subject in all 
its phases. We hope the means will not be lacking to make 
the library complete in every respect and to provide for its 
proper cataloguing and maintenance. 


The International Bulletin.—The fourth annual volume of 
the Bulletin International de l’ Enseignement des Sourds-muets, 
for the year 1912, is chiefly devoted to these three questions: 

1. Does there exist in the deaf child an instinct: of speech 
considered as the instrument of thought? 

2. Failing this general instinct, does there exist in the deaf 
child an instinct of speech considered from a purely physical 
point of view? 

3. Failing this instinct, taking into account all the sounds of 
a language, does there exist at least a phonic instinct of 
which the effect would be the production of a natural voice? 
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These questions are discussed at length by Messrs. B. 
Thollon, L. Dupuis, and A. Legrand, instructors in the 
National Institution at Paris, and Mr. G. Lamarque, a young 
psychologist of Paris who is not a teacher of the deaf. 

Messrs. Thollon and Lamarque answer all three questions 
decidedly in the negative and thus controvert the view of 
Mr. G. Ferreri, of Milan, who speaks of instinct as ‘‘the most 
important element in speech,” and of Miss Mary S. Garrett, 
of Philadelphia, who says, “Even if the little one who is 
deaf is the offspring of deaf parents, we know that from the 
time of Charlemagne we have all had thousands of ancestors 
from whom it is possible to inherit a tendency towards 
speech.” 

Messrs. Dupuis and Legrand, while admitting the existence 
of hereditary tendencies in the deaf child which can be used 
to advantage in teaching him to speak, do not believe that 
these tendencies suffice to enable him to master speech 
merely by watching the lips of his instructor. They agree 
with Mr. Thollon and Mr. Lamarque that thorough drill 
upon the elements, the use of the sense of touch, and special 
instruction in articulation are essential factors in the acquisi- 
tion of good speech. 

Mr. V. Hervaux, of the National Institution at Paris, 
contributes a biographical sketch of the Abbe de |l’Epée 
with an analysis of his works and there are the usual ‘ Facts 
and Opinions of the Year” and “ Annual Bibliography’’ pre- 
pared by various hands. The whole makes an octavo 
volume of 260 pages. 

Mr. Thollon’s Text-Book in Language.—In ‘“‘ Le Frangais a 
l’Ecole,”’ a course in colloquial language for the use of the 
deaf and of foreigners, Mr. B. Thollon, Inspector of Studies 
and Instructor of the Normal Course in the National Insti- 
tution at Paris, offers his fellow teachers an excellent text- 
book for beginners. It judiciously combines the “natural” 
and “scientific”? methods, and is well adapted to assist the 
teacher in laying a good foundation upon which to build the 
structure of language. It contains 110 quarto pages and is 
published by Ch. Delagrave, 15, rue Soufflot, Paris, France.
